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Preservationists vs. property owners 


Preservation of our virgin hillsides, most would 
agree, is a noble mission — akin to Save The 
Redwoods. 

However, as with most causes, there are those 
who are opposed. Usually they are the ones who 
would have to make the sacrifice so that others 
could enjoy the fruits of their sacrifice. 

In the case of Sierra Madre’s proposed Hill¬ 
side Ordinance, the sacrifice could range up to $12.5 
million, according to one property owner’s estimate 
of the value of his land alone. 

The current zoning is one house per 15,000 
square feet, or slightly over one-third of an acre.

Should it be adopted in its present form, the 
following increases may take place. 


The sewer rates for single family dwellings 
will increase from 50 cents per month to S2.5() 
per month, effective Dec. 15, $5 per month for 
1990-91, S7.50 per month for 1991-92, and $10 
per month for 1992-93 •— an increase of 1000 
percent over current charges. 

Water rates will increase $7.03 per month for 
the average water bill ($39.62), increasing incre¬ 
mentally to an additional $10.54 per month and 
$14.05 per month of the current average bill in 
1990-91 a 35.46 percent increase over current bills. 

The increases are based on recommendations 
included in a $65,000 study by Managmem Ser¬ 
vices Institute (.MSI) completed early this year. The 
MSI report addressed the question'oTTibw the city 
could recover costs of various services which cur-

Arcadia Board takes 
neutral secession stance

The Arcadia Board of Education voted Mon¬ 
day night to take a neutral position on the pro¬ 
posed transfer of territory, namely the city ot 
Sierra Madre, from Pasadena Unified School Dis¬ 
trict to the Arcadia District. 

While the board members were reluctant to 
say whether they were for or against bringing 
the Sierra Madre students into the Arcadia school 
system, they were quick to recommend that if the 
decision comes down to popular vote, the residents 
of the AUSD should be allowed to vote. 

Arcadia adminstrators indicate that not enough 
information has been obtained concerning the pro¬ 
posed transfer which would enable them to recom¬ 
mend a support or non-support position. 

School board members voted 3 - 1 to re¬ 
main neutral, with Mike Allison absent and Jim 
Bryant casting the dissenting vote. Bryant said that 
it was hard to remain neutral as he is con¬ 
cerned that the school district could handle all 
of the potential students that would come into

Secession hearings 
set for Oct 12,18 

Public hearings on school secession 
are scheduled for Oct. 12, 7 p.m. at Pasa¬ 
dena High School, 2925 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Pasadena, and Oct. 18, 7 p.m. at 
First Avenue Jr. High School, 301 S. First 
Ave., Arcadia. 

Sierra Madre residents will be given 
an opportunity to speak at the first one, 
and both Sierra Madreans and Arcadians 
may speak at the second public hearing. 

The Los Angeles County Committee 
on School District Organization will host 
the hearings. The county will hear resi¬ 
dents of the two communities so that they 
may make recommendations to the State 
Board of Education concerning whether or 
not Sierra Madre will be allowed to secede 
out ot the Pasadena Unified School Dis¬ 
trict Into Arcadia Unified School District.

Halloween is coming — a night of 
fun and adventure for children. For 
parents, however, Oct. 31 can be quite 
a trying time, even a time of dread. 

Safety is the key if we are to keep 
this traditionally fun-filled holiday 
truly festive. To ensure the fun for 
children and relative peace of mind for 
parents, the Greater Los Angeles Chap¬ 
ter National Safety Council offers the 
following tips on how to take the 
hazards out of Halloween: 

— Children’s costumes should be large 
enough so that warm clothing can be 
worn underneath, yet short enough so 
that they won’t trip. Shoes that make 
walking difficult should be avoided. 

— To enhance visibility, children should 
wear costumes that are light in color 
and include reflective tape. Their trick- 
or-treat bags should also bear reflective 
tape. 

— Younger children should have their 
name, address and phone number at¬ 
tached to one of their sleeves under 
their costume, in the event that they get 
lost. 

— Masks can obscure children’s vision, 
especially when it comes to observing 
traffic. Use non-toxic make-up instead. 
If they do wear masks, instruct them to 
remove them before crossing a street. 

— Teach your children pedestrian safety — 
to walk on sidewalks and not in the 
streets; to stop at the curb or corner 
and look left, then right, then left again 
before crossing streets. 

— Remind children not to eat any treat 
before you have inspected it. Give them 
a snack before they start out, to curb 
their appetites. When they return, sort 
through their treats and throw away 
anything that looks questionable. 

— Be sure children travel in familiar 
neighborhoods and that they follow a 
designated travel route with a definite 
return time. And make sure they do not 
trick-or-treat after dark. Give them 
coins to call home if any problems 
arise.

Responding to 
Hintons’ letter 

David and Leslee Hin¬ 
ton of Sierra Madre sub¬ 
mitted a letter that the 
Star News published on 
Sept. 15, 1989, concern¬ 
ing the petition of Sierra 
Madre to transfer from 
the Pasadena Unified 
School District to Ar¬ 
cadia Unified School 
District. The letter ap¬ 
pears to be a factual 
comment on a public 
hearing of the Los 
Angeles County Com¬ 
mittee on School District 
Organization. But the 
letter contains numerous 
misstatements of what 
occurred at the hearing, 
and requires correction. 

The purpose of the 
hearing was for the com¬ 
mittee to accept or reject 
the petition of Sierra 
Madre to withdraw from 
the Pasadena Unified 
School District, and to 
allow effected com¬ 
munities a limited oppor¬ 
tunity to state their posi¬ 
tions on the public 
record. 

The committee is re¬ 
quired to accept a peti¬ 
tion for withdrawal or 
transfer if the requisite 
number of signatures has 
been obtained, and the 
petition meets certain 
legal formalities. The 
petition of Sierra Madre 
having met these 
minimum requirements, 
it was accepted and set 
for public hearing. 


The statement of the 
Hintons that “none of 
the county officials con¬ 
curred” in the remarks 
to the legal counsel for 
the P.U.S.D. concerning 
school desegregation is 
misleading. The purpose 
of the hearing was to 
either accept or reject the 
petition, and to calendar 
the public hearing. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the committee 
did not “concur” with 
the remarks of any of the 
speakers. 

The statement that 
“when the P.U.S.D. 
stops making everything 
into a racial issue and 
focuses on the real pro¬ 
blems, there will be no 
need for movements like 
this,” discloses a 
misunderstanding of the 
committee’s responsibili¬ 
ty. State law requires the 
committee and the State 
Board of Education to 
consider the impact of 
Sierra Madre’s petition 
on school segregation. 
The committee does not 
have the discretion to 
consider the petition 
without weighing such 
impact. They must deter¬ 
mine whether the pro¬ 
posed reorganization will 
“promote racial or 
ethnic discrimination or 
segregation.” Thus, the 
committee must consider 
the impact of Sierra 
Madre’s petition on the 
racial composition of the 
affected districts.” 

Moreover, the 


P.U.S.D. may again be 
subject to federal court 
juridiction should it fail 
to maintain a positive 
program of racial and 
ethnic integration in its 
schools. Thus, the 
P.U.S.D. is not “making 
everything into a racial 
issue,” it is simply 
following the law. 

The Hintons’ letter 
questioned demographic 
figures previously 
reported in the Star 
News. For the record, 
total minority enroll¬ 
ment in the P.U.S.D. is 
79.4 percent. Total 
white enrollment is 20.6 
percent. Seventy-four 
percent of the P.U.S.D. 
minority students are 
black and Hispanic. In 
contrast. Sierra Madre 
students enrolled in the 
P.U.S.D. are 78.6 per¬ 
cent white and 21.4 per¬ 
cent minority. Arcadia 
students are 57.6 while 
and 42.4 percent minori¬ 
ty, and 32.9 percent of 
Arcadia’s minority school 
population is Asian. 

The objection in the 
Hintons’ letter to the 
Sierra Madre survey is 
based on a misconcep¬ 
tion of the purpose of 
the survey. The petition 
for withdrawal by Sierra 
Madre residents alleges 
concerns about the 
qualilty of education 
provided by the 
P.U.S.D. The purpose 
of the survey was to 
identify, in a statistically 


reliable manner, the gen¬ 
uine concerns of Sierra 
Madre parents, and to 
inform the P.U.S.D. as 
to how it might respond 
to those concerns in the 
future. 

The P.U.S.D. shares 
the desires of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hinton to “put 
politics aside.” The pro¬ 
cedure for withdrawal 
from a unified school 
district is governed by 
state law. The approvals 
of the county committee 
and possibly the State 
Board of Education are 
subject to the procedure. 
The issue is not, 
therefore, one of public 
opinion or political 
belief. The committee 
must determine whether 
Sierra Madre’s petition 
satisfies an objective set 
of legal criteria. 

The P.U.S.D. also 
agrees with the Hintons’ 
statement that “the most 
important thing is the 
best education for all 
children.” In this regard, 
the law imposes a legal 
duty upon school 
districts to maintain 
racially balanced schools 
in order that they may 
deliver the best educa¬ 
tion for all schools. It is 
the obligation of the 
P.U.S.D. to comply with 
the law fully, and to 
preserve and protect 
P.U.S.D. programs for 
the benefit of the entire 
community.

As Caesar is once believed to have said, 
“Let the games begin!” A draft of the Econo¬ 
mics Research Associates (ERA) final report 
entitled, “An Economic Development Strategy 
for the Central Business District of the City of 
Sierra Madre, California” has been received. It 
is scheduled to be presented to the Sierra Madre 
Community Redevelopment Agency/City 
Council at their Oct. 10 meeting.

create a new downtown basically made up of 
retailers. They remembered when Sierra Madre 
had more dress shops, men’s clothes, fabric 
store, etc. 

Staff was concerned about the economic 
reality of that perception. The retail market 
place has changed substantially in recent years 
and previous experience in downtown rejuvena¬ 
tion demonstrated that what hometowners 
wanted for a downtown often did not match up 
with the economics necessary to make it possible. 
Thus, it was important that marketing data be 
gathered and evaluated to, at the minimum, 
provide some direction with a realistic pro¬ 
bability of success. 

The study was never intended to be a 
comprehensive blueprint with detailed, 
prioritized “steps to success.” Economics Re¬ 
search Associates was retained to evaluate 

the several possible and practical alternative 
futures for the downtown core area. They were 
asked to propose an economic development 
program for this area which would strengthen 
and enhance the purpose of downtown for the 
city for the next 15 years. 

Seventy-five-plus pages of statistics, facts, 
subjective observations and professional recom¬ 
mendations will invoke a variety of visceral 
reactions. Everyone involved will have ample 
opportunity to demonstrate their ability ... or 
lack thereof ... to restrain their emotions 
long enough to review, discuss, evaluate and 
judge the recommendations put forth by ERA.

Arcadia schools. 

Scott Adishian, president of the Highland Oaks 
Homeowners Association, expressed concern about 
the district maintaining quality education for its 
current students. 

Board members heard testimony that the ele¬ 
mentary school in Sierra Madre could probably 
handle the K-6 youngsters without affecting Ar¬ 
cadia’s six elementary schools; however, there would 
have to be a shifting of students at the junior 
high level. 

As far as numbers of students is concerned, 
the board felt that it still needed more information 
as some figures were from the 1980 census and 
there is no way of knowing at this time how many 
students attending private schools would switch if 
the Sierra Madre kids attend AUSD schools.

When he was turned down, Tracy said he would 
tell Alhambra that “all bets are off.” 

The decision folllowed a heated discussison 
between Tracy and Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer 
concerning whether or not the city needed the truck. 

Maurer pointed out that in “36 years in Al¬ 
hambra, a town five times as large as our size, had 
only used the machine 1200 hours ... it was not 
well used.”

Mayor Bruce Crow stopped the argument, 
asking for “no more spatting.” 

Chief Tracy said they would “actively proceed 
with the purchase of a ladder truck in the next two 
years.” 

Richard Charleton, in community communica¬ 
tions, complained about the lack of followup from 
city hall, he said that he had given the council a 
handout on May 30 and had “received no com¬ 
ment.”

Miner stood 
up at the foot of the stairs. 

Sara said, “Honey, they all want to carry you 

up those steps.” 

The huge Search and Rescue team members 
with knots for legs wept. The women wept. And 
then, slowly. Miner started up the steps with the 
crutches. Everyone clapped, the band played, and 
with his usual determination — much like doing a 
rescue in what seemed an impossible situation — 
Miner Harkness ascended the stairs because “it had 

to be done.” 

Four weeks after a life-threatening accident. 
Miner Harkness was home.

for all people has been 
tremendous. 

Now we must ask 
ourselves if we want to 
permit a handful of self- 
serving developers (who 
seek to alter or remove 
the gate altogether 
because of the possible 
“inconveniences” it might 
cause them) to threaten 
all of our citizens’ in¬ 
creased enjoyment of the 
canyon environment, 
which belongs to us all? 
To my mind, the idea of 
such regression is un¬ 
thinkable. 

Perhaps the proposed 
development along the 
mountain road cannot be 
stopped; I don’t know, 
but 1 will hope that the 
Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil will listen to the 
citizens of Sierra Madre, 
and can somehow find 
ways to protect our 
beautiful mountainsides 
from this destruction 
with permanent building 
moratorium. After all, 
isn’t it the backdrop of 
mountains that largely 
makes Sierra Madre such 
a special beautiful place 
to live? 

I have submitted the 
following recommenda¬ 
tions to the City Council 
regarding the Chantry 
Flat gate: 

1) It should be mandated 
that the gate must be 
permanently preserved, 
regardless of any or all 
development that may 
occur on the mountain¬ 
sides in the coming 
years. 

2) Ideas of relocating the 
gate to a point up the 
road (near the proposed 
development sites) are 
not feasible, as the gate’s 
present proximity to the 
eyes and ears of caring 
citizens on Arno Dr. help 


protect it from van¬ 
dalism. Also, any moun¬ 
tain road turnouts 
(especially with city-light 
views) made available by 
moving the gate up 
would immediately 
become magnets for the 
same highly undesirable 
nighttime activities that 
existed on the road prior 
to the gate. 

3) Ideas of replacing the 
existing gate with an 
electronically operated 
gate (for “convenience”) 
are not practical, as by 
its very nature the gate is 
the target of some abuse, 
and must be sturdy and 
reliable. With moving 
parts that may operate 
slowly, be easily van¬ 
dalized or have the 
potential for malfunc¬ 
tioning, the usefulness of 
an electronic gate seems 
highly questionable. 

If you also realize the 
need for preserving the 
Chantry Flat gate in its 
present working state, 
support these recommen¬ 
dations, and care for the 
environment enough to 
support our Hillside Or¬ 
dinance, please contact 
City Hall and let your 
voice be heard as well.

MSI outlines dramatic fee 


Rosalie M. Rose 

Rosalie Manning Rose 
died in her sleep on Sept. 
19, at the home of her 
son, Roderick M. Rose, 
in Blue Point, N.Y. Mrs. 
Rose, the wife of Edwin 
L. Rose, deceased, had 
been a resident of Sierra 
Madre from 1959 to 
1983. 

Mrs. Rose was born in 
Boston, Mass, on Aug. 
12, 1896, the daughter of 
John C. and Madue 
Parks Manning. She was 
brought up and received 
part of her education in 
Boston and Mansfield, 
Mass., attending the 
Girls Latin School in 
Boston, until the family 
moved to San Francisco 
in 1916. There she taught 
music at her father’s 
conservatory and attend¬ 
ed and graduated from 
Lowell High School in 
1917. 

Following her high 
school graduation, she 
received a two-year 
scholarship from the Art 
Students League to study 


sculpture in New York 
City. This was followed 
by a year of portrait 
.study at the Huntington 
in Boston, under the 
noted sculptor William 
Grafely. 

This training was 
followed by an appren¬ 
ticeship under the Pic- 
carilli brothers in New 
York City, known for 
their marble cutting of 
the statue of Abraham 
Lincoln in the Lincoln 
Memorial in 

Washington, D.C. Dur¬ 
ing this period, many of 
her works were shown 
nationally. 

She was a co-founder 
and active member of the 
Clay Club in New York 
City (later to be known 
as the Sculpture Center) 
from 1918 to 1956. Her 
works were in clay, 
bronze, plaster, stone, 
and steel. 

Mrs. Rose practic¬ 
ed as a professional 
sculptor until 1927, when 
she and her husband Ed¬ 
win were married. 


Following this, she turn¬ 
ed to part time practice 
as a professional, 
to teaching sculpture, 
and to creating and 
teaching drawing, 
pastels, and painting in 
watercolors and oils. She 
had cultivated a life-long 
interest in Oriental art, 
and in her later life turn¬ 
ed this to her well-known 
Japanese Garden at her 
home on 397 N. Lima St. 

Mrs. Rose was civical- 
ly active in Sierra Madre, 
having been a faithful 
Republican. She was a 
life member of the Sierra 
Madre Women’s Club, 
having been a past presi¬ 
dent, and serving in 
other capacities. 

Mrs. Rose is survived 
by her son, Roderick M. 
Rose, and his wife, 
Eugenia, of Long Island, 
N.Y., and four grand 
children: Roderick M. 
Rose Jr., Martha Ann 
Howland, Cynthia Fast 
and Edwin Beam Rose, 
and three great¬ 
grandchildren.

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rently do not bring in revenue commensurate with 
expenses. Expenses were defined as including even¬ 
tual capital replacement of systems, equipment, 
buildings, etc. 

The report covered 102 different services recom¬ 
mended for increases. 

The sewer rate increase is based on eventual 
replacement of the sewers, as well as maintenance. 

The water rate increase has been almost a fore¬ 
gone conclusion since the City Council approved 
$8.4 million in revenue bonds last October, obli¬ 
gating the Water Dept, to annual payments of 
$290,000 for the next 30 years to meet the $19 
million total for principle and interest. 

At the time the bonds were approved the water 
revenue “net profit” was not sufficient to meet the 
payments. 

A special $1.25 million escrow fund was set 
up for three years, setting aside that portion of the 
$8.4 million bond money for which current revenue 
could not generate funds to cover payments. 

Both the Water Dept, and the Community Re¬ 
development Agency (CRA) — the other source of 
revimue for paying off the $19 million — would 
have to increase their own revenues by 25 percent 
in the three year period to meet their annual pay¬ 
ments for the full $8.4 million and release the 
$1.25 million held in escrow, without dipping into 
the current reserve funds of about $2 million for 
the Water Fund and $2.2 million for CRA. 

In a series of articles on the Bond Issue pub¬ 
lished in The News last February and March, 
then Mayor Clem Bartolai was asked how the Water 
Dept, could increase its revenue by 25 percent. 

His answer: “II we can't achieve the increase 
without a rate adjustment, if that’s what we have to 
do, we’ll do it.” 

While the Water Dept.’s share of the bond 
payments will add up to $8.7 million over the 30- 
year period, its share of the $8.4 million bond 
monies will be $1.5 million, with the remainder 
of what would have been its share slated, as of 
now, for street improvements. 

Thus the water rate increase will, in effect, 
be subsidizing services other than water, a distinct 
break with long-held council tradition of not 
“robbing the water fund” for other purposes. 

Mayor Pio Jem George Maurer stated, when 
questioned about this tor the Bond Issue series, 
“If it is necessary to rob Peter to pay Paul, 
then we have to do it. We felt it was a necessity 

because of past neglect (ot the streets). 

Ihe Mbi reports that an additional $1.4 
million could realistically be charged by the city for 
services now subsidized by property taxes. 

Only a handful of the fee increases recommended 
in the report have been implemented to date, 
including registration fees for the swimming pool 
and recreation programs, and library fees. 

A complete list of the 102 recommended in¬ 
creases was published in the Mar. 16 issue of The 
News. 

They range from recommended increases of $1.67 
for Notification of Overdue Books (from $2.19 
to $3.86) to $1143.96 for Movie Production Sec¬ 
urity (from $1214.88 to $2358.84), based on the 
amounts currently being subsidized by the city as 
determined by cost over revenue.

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If these properties could develop to the cur¬ 
rent zoning — and current technology makes it 
possible, although near-prohibitive in cost for steeper 
slopes — upwards of 1000 homes could be built on 
the land. 

Under the proposed ordinance these property 
owners would be restricted to around 60 homes. 

In terms of developed end value, there is the 
difference between $1 billion and $60 million, given 
an average of $1 million per completed home. 

If we use the estimate of the property owner 
who stated that his 100 plus acres was worth 
$12.5 million, raw land would be worth around 
$100,000 per acre, which roughly equates with the 
current asking price of another property owner ot 
$1.2 million for his 11.24 acres. 

The current value of the raw land comprising 
the 530 acres of parcels over two thirds ot an acre, 
by this reckoning, would be worth somewhere be¬ 
tween $30 to $50 million, depending on steep¬ 
ness of slope and difficulty in developing. 

The proposed ordinatice woitld drastically 
reduce that value, ranging anywhere between 50 
percent for small parcels to near 100 percent for 
large ones. 

The fact that three of the larger property 
owners brought attorneys with them to the Septem¬ 
ber 26 hearing on the proposed ordinance would in¬ 
dicate that they are not willing to make such a 
sacrifice, even for such a noble cause. 

They left little doubt that they will oppose 
the ordinance and take the matter to court, 
if necessary. 

The only alternative, for preservationists, is 
the formation of a conservancy or land trust. The 
initial property owner reaction to the ordinance, 
however, indicates few, it any, would be willing 
to donate their land for the benefit of the com¬ 
munity. 

Which leaves the Conservancy Committee with 
the possibility that cold hard cash is what is needed 
to Save Our Hillsides: somewhere between $30 and 
$50 million.

Waltrip credits his

He has been active in 
the Arcadia Chamber of 
Commerce and the West 
Arcadia Business 
Association and has 
played the piano and 
organ for numerous 
public and private 
events.

Though he missed out 
on a typical summer, that 
is a schoolless, 
warm weather three 
months, Chris Skibba, 
who spent 10 weeks in 
the winter cold of New 
Zealand as an 
American Field Service 
student, said it was 
“definitely worth it.” 

This Arcadia High 
School junior began 
his AFS experience on 
the North Island where 
a homestay in Silverstream 
found him going to an 
all girls school 
with his host sister and 
traveling to soccer matches 
with his host father who 
was the No. 2 soccer 
referee in New Zealand. 

He also attended a 
boarding school which 
boasted of the top high 
school rugby team in all 
of New Zealand. The 
team presented him with 
a jersey and allowed 
him to play his first- 
ever rugby game. 

Additionally, he 
played on the first 11, 
or varsity, soccer squad. 
This came natural to the 
16-year-old who has 
been playing soccer for 
various community 
and school teams for the 
past 10 years. 

Skibba’s experience in 
school gave him the op¬ 
portunity to meet many 
people and prompted 
his giving numerous 
speeches to classes of all 
grade levels. It also 
allowed him to learn 
more about the New 


Zealand students who 
are “more laid back.” 
He explains that there is 
little competition, 
parents and teachers 
don’t push for good 
grades. 

Also there is no tardy 
system, and Skibba 
hopes that he won’t 
fall back in the “it’s 
OK to be late to class” 
routine as he gets back 
to AHS where teachers 
have a different 
perspective on tardi¬ 
ness. 

Skibba “lived the life 
of a farmer” as he 
visited a 4000-acre 
farm belonging to a class¬ 
mate’s family and went 
to the ski resort of 
Turoa where he found 
skiing among volcanic 
boulders with no 
trees to be “completely 
different.” 

The last three weeks 
of the program put 
Skibba with 12 
other American students 
in South Island, con¬ 
sidered the more scenic 
portion of New Zea¬ 
land, for AFS’s Out¬ 
door Education Program. 
He went kayaking, 
white water rafting, 
repelling, abseiling, fresh 
water fishing, traversing 
and tramping. 

He learned snow 
craft, how to build ice 
caves at almost 10,000 
feet in -27 degrees. 

He also did a solo, 
that is, he was dropped 
out in the wilderness 


with not food or water 
for 48 hours. Through 
this experience, he 
learned a lot about 
himself and realized 
how lucky he is to have 
family and friends, ex¬ 
plains the AFSer. 

Through confidence 
course he learned to 
rely on other people for 
survival. Before re¬ 
turning home Skibba 
went to Newcastle, Aus¬ 
tralia where he 

stayed with a 

friend who had stayed 
with the Skibbas when 
on a sister city trip to 
Arcadia last year. 

Skibba survived some 
tough experiences while 
in New Zealand this 
summer, but it was a 
collision with a 
soccer opponent when he 
returned to Arcadia 
that put him on crutches. 
However, he hopes to 
get back in the start¬ 
ing lineup this week, and 
maybe he will have a 
chance to share some 
tips he learned while 
playing soccer in New 

Zealand.

In newspaper and 
television accounts of 
this confiscation, “the 
media chose to ignore 
the fact that members 
of the Arcadia, Bell, 
Huntington Park, 
Maywood and South 
Gate Police Departments, 
in conjunction with fed¬ 
eral authorities did all 
the work. You can be 
assured it was 
not the Los Angeles 
Police Department,” 
wrote the chiefs of police 
from the five above men¬ 
tioned communities in a 
letter to the southland 
newspaper editors. 

“With all due respect 
to Chief of Police 
Daryl Gates and mem¬ 


bers of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, their 
only involvement was 
support for special agents 
of the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration; 
Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms; officers of the 
quad cities task force 
and members of the 
Arcadia Police 
Department,” the letter 
continued. 

“We feel it is im¬ 
portant that citizens 
throughout Los 
Angeles County know 
who conducted this in¬ 
vestigation and spent 
long hours in sur¬ 
veillance that culminated 
this historic confisca¬ 
tion of drug and money.” 

The letter concluded, 
“Please, those of you 
who represent the 
media, give credit where 
credit is due and recog¬ 
nize the real heroes in 
this investigation and 
the sacrifices they are 


making every day.” 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration said that 
the cocaine seized from a 
Sylmar warehouse was 
worth up to $6 billion on 
the street and that it rep¬ 
resents about 5 per cent 
of the world’s annual 
production of the drug. 
Additionally, some $10 
million in cash was seized 
in the raid. 

In the letter from the 
five police chiefs, it was 
written “The significance 
and ramifications of this 
20 ton concaine confis¬ 
cation will not be known 
for some time. One thing 
is certain, many lives will 
be spared due to the ef¬ 
forts and dedication of 
many young men and 
women who worked 
around the clock to en¬ 
sure that none of the 
40,000 pounds of killer 
powder reached the streets 
of Los Angeles and the 
surrounding cities, coun¬ 
ties and states.”
